





Archer defends new schedule

Dr. James Archer, academic 
vice president, played the flak- 
catcher for the administration as he 
explained the change in the add- 

drop schedule for Fall ‘76 before 
the Student Senate last Tuesday. 

The deadline for add/ drop was 
changed from four weeks into the 
semester to two weeks for drops 
and three weeks for adds. The 
reasons, according to Archer, was 
to get those students who wanted 
to drop classes out of the classes so 
those wishing to add them can do 
so 

Administration also wanted to 
get all the clerical work and neces- 
sary corrections done before the 
census date when it is supposed to 
present the information on full 
time equivilent (FTE) to the 
Thancellor’s office, according to 
Archer. 

“It is a deadline we must make, 
we must have the figures,” said Ar- 
cher, “We want all the adds and 
drops completed before the census 
late.” 





Senator Gary Kirk complained 
that “there was no student input 
before the decision was made.” 

“Is it possible that the policy be 
reconsidered?” asked Senator 
Tony Mazy. 

“| can’t stop the action,” said 
Archer who then suggested that the 
Student Senate pass a resolution 
asking that CSUS President James 
Bond reconsider it. 

Executive Director Larry Bhss 
reported that a “sports enter- 
tainment company,” which spon- 
sored a soccer team in Sacramento, 
was negotiating with CSUS to 
lease the football stadium for two 
years for 15 games a season. They 
were offering to invest $30,000 in 
improvements which included in- 
creasing the size of the press box to 
include radio and television and 
permanent sanitary facilities. 

Bliss said that since some of the 
property in question was owned by 
the ASI he wanted to knov: F vw he 
was to proceed.

members of the audience about the 
status of the trailer previously oc- 
cupied by the Hornet Ink Machine.

The Student Senate then voted 
to rescind the $1,000 limit on 
speakers. The proposal was by Jim

“I really don’t care anymore,” 
he said, indicating that he “deeply 


resented” the Programs Board 
“undermining” the $1,000 limit

A constitutional amendment by 
Hollenback banning dis- 
crimination on basis of sex, 
physica! handicappness, and other 
listed reason was unanimously 
passed by the Student Senate 
which will then be voted upon the 
student body in a referendum in 
about four weeks. 

The proposed constitutional

Bond’s sasistant SQayS.... 
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arking may be limited

Preferential parking for faculty 
may be abolished in the future, says 
a presidential assistant. 

Greg Thatch, Presicient James 
Bond's chief assistant, met 
Wednesday with the Student 
Senate’s Parking and Transpor- 
tation Committee to discuss 
numerous items related to the cam- 
pus parking situation, among 
them, this campus’ present policy 
of preferential parking spaces for 
members of the faculty and the ad- 
ministrative staff. 

Thatch - addressed himself to 
some of the student gripes he has 
heard concerning the distance at 
which the black sticker lots are 
located from the center of the cam- 
pus. However, Thatch followed 
this with a discussion his 
limitations on lot locations, due to 
something he called the “Master 
Plan.” ; 

It seems the CSUS campus, as it 
will look when completed, has 
already been laid out and drawn up 
on a “Master Plan”; and it is not 
possible to pave areas such as the 
dirt lot at the south end of the cam- 
pus, because the “Master Plan” has 
designated this area for a future 
building site. 

However, Thatch did offer the 
consolation that those lots now 
considered inconvenient to 


students who are forced to walk 
some 15 minutes from their cars to 
the center of the campus; will, with 
the completion of the “Master 
Plan,” become “convenient.” He 
said this will happen as the “center” 
of the campus moves southward, 
with the construction of new 
buildings. 

Thatch was asked when this 
metamorphisis of convenience 
would take place, and he answered: 
“Well, it could take a long, long 
time, if ever.” 

As for the preferential parking 
policy, Thatch was asked about the 
administration’s opinion of it as 
well as the current rationale for its 
existence: “I can’t speak for the ad- 
ministration, but as far as I'm 
concerned, I’m not convinced there 
is any need for the preferential par- 
king; however, it does make life 
easier (for those with green 
stickers). As for the rationale 
behind it, essentially from what 
I've heard from the faculty, ‘3 the 
feeling that if they're late for a 
class, everyone suffers, but if a 
student is late, only that one 
student suffers. 

“I think it’s feasable that the 
system could be abolished in the 
future, but it will probably get the 
faculty madder than hell,” he said. 

There are about 1,100 green 
stickers sold for approximately 
1,000 green parking spaces; while 
the ratio of students to black par- 


king spaces sets at about two to 
one. The possible abolishment of 
this policy of preferential parking 
will be one of the areas of obser- 
vation for an ad-hoc committee on 
campus parking, to be formed in 
the near future by Thatch. 

Composed of representatives of 
the campus security, university 
maintenance and environmental 
planning bodies, as well as 
students, faculty and ad- 
ministration members, the com- 
mittee will be delegated the job of 
making some constructive sugges- 
tions to President Bond on how to 
deal with some of the many 
problems which have arisen in 
connection with the campus par- 
king situation. 

Also discussed were plans for 
the dirt parking lot at the south end 
of the campus. Thatch told the 
committee that the university will 
continue efforts throughout the 
winter to keep the lot useable. He 
also mentioned, that should on-go- 
ing construction pose a serious 
threat to adequate parking, ad- 
ditional spaces would be made 
available in the interim. 

The Parking and Transpor- 
tation Committee also will make 
an additional request that the lights 
in the south parking lot be left on 
until 11:15 p.m. due to the library's 
closing time of 11 p.m. The com- 
mittee meets again Nov. 19 in the 
Union’s Miwok room, at 10 a.m. 
and is open to the public.

Lower pay criticized 


Compiaints from clerks, 
secretaries, student assistants, and 
representatives of staff employee 
organizations were heard before a 
hearing conducted by Roy T. 
Brophy, member of the CSUC 
Board of Trustees and C. Mansel 
Keene, vice chancellor of faculty 
and staff affairs. 

“Traditionally clerical salaries 
have lagged behind those of other 
occupations,” said Ken Cross 
representing California State Em- 
ployees Association (CSEA). 

“They cannot carry on the work 
without us,” said Chris Hansen of 
CSEA, “We feel we (clerical 
workers) deserve the recognition as 
well as more pay. We need higher 
salaries and we want to continue in 
the work we are in.” 

Another said, “I make so little 
that no money is taken out of my 
salary for taxes.” 

The complaints centered on the 
disparity of clerical wages and 
wages of other professions. “It 


appears that our salaries are in part 
determined by prevailing rates” 
which according to Marion 
McCamey from Human Relations, 
reflect racism and sexism which 
paid less money for jobs usually 


filled by women and racial 
minorities. 
Another complaint centered 


around the fees waiver for em- 
ployees taking classes related to 
their jobs. Fred Cordova, CSUC 
Support Services Occupational 
Counsel, asserted that the policy 
on fee waivers decided upon by the 
Board of Trustees is not the policy 
followed by individual university 
campuses. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Brophy said, “We're sympathetic; 
maybe not to the extent you would 
wish.” He adivsed those present to 
contact their legislators. “The 
governor could stand a little 
education himself,” he said.

Brown signs law 


Students get rep on board 


Governor Edinund G. Brown, 
Jr. has signed legislation entitling a 
student to sit on the California 
State University and Colleges 
Board of Trustees as a full-voting 
member. The legislation provides 
minimum requirements; the 
California State University and 
Colleges Student Presidents As- 
sociation has set criteria for the 
selection of the student trustee. 

CSUCSPA will select up to five 
finalists from which Brown will 
select one candidate, who will be 
subject to approval by the Califor- 
nia Senate. 

The following are the 
procedures and schedule set by 
CSUCSPA for the selection of the 
Student Trustee 

1. The position for Student 
Trustee of the California State 
University and Colleges will of- 
ficially open Nov. 3, 1975, to any 
student in the system with a junior 
standing who has been a student at 
a CSUC campus for at least one 
year, and who will be in attendance 
for at least one more year 

2. Applications will close at 
midnight Nov. 17, or in the case of 
late mailings, a 14 day filing period 
will be adhered to. 

3. Applications will be available 
only in the Associated Students Of- 


fices at each campus. In the case of 
California State College, Sonoma 
and California State College, 
Bakersfield, applications will be 
available in the Dean of Students 
offices. 

4. All applicants from schools 
north of California Polytechnic 
State University, San Luis Obispo 
should send their applications to 
San Jose State University, As- 
sociated Students Offices, 211 S. 
Ninth St., San Jose, 95192. Ap- 
plicants at schools south of and in- 
cluding San Luis Obispo should 
send their applications to Califor- 
nia Polytechnic State University, 
Pomona, Associated Students Of- 
fices, 3801 Temple Ave., Pomona, 
91768 

5. Applications wil! be initially 
screened by a committee of the 
California State University and 
Colleges Student Presidents As- 
sociation, consisting of the follow- 
ing members: Chairman, Vice 
Chairman, Controller, Student 
President at California 
Polytechnic State University, San 
Luis Obispo, Student President at 
California State University, Fuller- 
ton, and Student President at 
California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomona

Profs label report inadequate

The Fesqnating, yee dosanec 
inadequate the Report of the 
CSUC Ad Hoc Committee on 
Procurement and Retention of a 
Quality Faculty at a_ special 
Wednesday meeting. 

The body’s action came with its 
adoption of a slightly altered 
Faculty Senate response to the 
CSUC ad hoc committee report. 

According to the sub- 
committee’s response, the report 
and its recommendations are based 
on nine questionable assumptions 
dealing with enrollment, post- 
tenure review, faculty 
probationary periods, department 
chair roles, and funding to enhance 
the quality of faculty. 

The report's lack of support and 
defense of its assumptions 
prompted the subcommittee to in- 
clude, among other recommen- 
dations and criticisms a4 
recommendation to the CSUC 
Board of Trustees that the report 
be rejected and returned for further 
study. 

Among many faculty senators 
expressing disapproval of the 
report was Erwin Kelly who noted 


that it failed to direct itself to the 
initial question of how to maximize 
the productivity of faculty 

Contending that the sub- 
committee’s response, like the 
report, was not addressing itself to 
issues relevant to academic ex- 
cellence, Faculty Senator Jay 
Crain moved that the report be 
returned to the CSUC ad-hoc com- 
mittee without senate comments. 

. "This (subcommittee’s) res- 
ponse is merely a way of saying that 
we do not like the report and I urge 
that, if we have to, we sit down here 
and put together a response that 
says more than this,” Crain said. 

Faculty Senator Norman Roth, 
chair of the subcommittec, in 
defense of the subcommittee’s 
four-page report/response, said: 
“We (subcommittee) could have 
provided 20 more pages and then | 
am not sure that we would have 
any more clearly stated some of our 
concerns.” 

The subcommittee had two 
weeks to prepare its response, Roth 
explained. 

Crain withdrew his motion and 
introduced an amendment to be in- 
cluded in the subcommittee res- 
ponse stating that the response 


was, because of the limited itme 
allowed to formulate it, “political 
in nature rather than an academic 
or intellectual response.” 

Crain’s amendment 
defeated. 

An amendment proposing that 
the response be prefaced by a 
statement declaring that the 
Faculty Senate “deplored” the lack 
of time granted it to examine the 
report, failed. 

Ultimately, the Faculty Senate 
approved the response with one, 
editorial change and the deletion of 
an attached appendix. 

Faculty Senator Sandra 
Barkdull indicated that the during 
promotion evaluation meeting, the 
Mathematics Department had 
been asked to abide by the report as 
if it were adopted CSUC Board of 
Trustee policy. 

“I feel that perhaps our (Faculty 
Senate) discussion is futile because 
indeed the document is already be- 
ing implemented,” she said. 

The Faculty Senate's response 
will be incorporated into a univer- 
sity-wide response to the report to 
be sent to the CSUC Board of 
Trustees.

Sheedy raps parking 


Sacramento County Supervisor 
Ted Sheedy had further comments 
on the parking situation at CSUS 
following his letter to the editor 
appearing in last Tuesday's 
Hornet. 

CSUS administration officials 
have been insisting that overselling 
parking stickers was justified since 
everyone with stickers doesn't 
come on campus at once. There is 
always parking space available 
during the day, they say, even if it 
involves walking long distances. 


“That's not the indication I get,” 
said Sheedy, referring to comments 
he receives from various students. 
Sheedy, is a CSUS graduate 


student. He says he objects to 
overselling “when there’s not 
enough parking space available.” 

He did admit that the recently 
opened northeast parking lot 
“might alleviate” the situation 
somewhat. 

“There’s no official action I can 
take,” he said, adding that he 
would continue to express his 
concern over the parking situation. 

CSUS President James Bond 
was unavailable for comment. But 
Greg Thatch, executive assistant to 
the president, said “Unfortunately 
Mr. Sheedy has written before he 
has all the facts; I think this is irres- 
ponsibility based on total 
ignorance.”

cause for alarm were it not for the 
major danger of severe physical 
and mental damage to a pregnant 
woman's unborn child if she ac- 
quires the disease in the early mon- 
ths of pregnancy. For this reason 

for the protection of the mother 

it is recommended that adults 
and children be immunized to 
reduce exposure to mothers-to-be. 
Adults who are not immune may 
be immunized at any age, but 
women must not receive the vac-

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Parking is efficient 


Editor, the Hornet: 


I'm writing in regards to the 
recent letters that you have printed 
from horrified readers concerning 
the “excessive” sale of parking per- 
mits in relation to provided spaces. 

Parking spaces cannot be com- 
pared with just any manufactured 
product. Buying.a parking permit 
and buying a product from a 
business are two totally different 
concepts and must be treated as 
such. When one buys a product, 
that person now owns it. When one 
buys a parking permit, that person 
has purchased a right to park in a 
certain area if there is an open 
space. And by all means, there 
should be an open space! A permit 
does not mean that you Gwn a par- 
king space. 

I'm sure that everyone realizes 
that any institution or business 
which expects to run smoothly 
must have the appropriate funds to 
do so. Parking permits make up a 
substantial amount of funding for 
this university; therefore, the 
resources, parking spaces, must be 
used at optimum efficiency to bring 
in the maximum returns. 

It is not such’a terrible sin to sell 
more permits than provided 

spaces. Indeed, this is a very 
prudent action from a business 
standpoint! Everyone knows that 
all students never come to the 
university at the same time. There 
are night students, day students, 
students with only one or two 
classes, etc. Likewise, teachers do 
not come and go at the same time. 





This means that there is always a 
flow of incoming and outgoing 
people no matter what time of the 
day. Certainly this varies with the 
time; nevertheless, it is always 
happening. This does not include 
“fixed” parking, ie., ad- 
ministration, dormitory students, 
etc. Spaces are constantly being 
filled, and emptied. It would be 
unreasonable to only sell the 
amount of parking permits equal 
to the amount of parking spaces. 
Bankers wouldn't even think of 
holding 100 percent reserves 
against their liabilities! This would 
not be using the resources at op- 
timum efficiency. 

But what about the problem? 

Even though there is a “safe” 
margin to sell more permits than 
spaces, with continued availability, 
those that sell them should know 
when “too much” is, in fact, too 
much. A “safe” margin is by no 
means 60 percent, very rough es- 
timate, more permits than spaces. 

To avoid such sales problems in 
the future, | think those involved 
with the permit distribution should 
make use of our computer and find 
that “safe” margin. If they have 
been using the computer for this 
purpose, I urge them to use correct 
and realistic data.

CHICO — Now it's time to pick 
up the pieces. 

That's what the CSUS Hornets 
will have in mind during the next 
two weeks, beginning Saturday at 
CSU Chico where the green and 
gold face the Wildcats in a Far 
Western Conference football clash. 

Gametime is 7:30 p.m. at 
College Field Stadium. 

The Hornets, thought to be a 
factor in the FWC race earlier this 
season, are languishing at the bot- 
tom of the heap with CSU 
Hayward. CSUS has yet to win a 
conference outing in three tries and 
has lost four straight since upset- 
ting Ca! Poly-Pomona more thana 
month ago. 

“It looks like Chico, Hayward 
and Sacramento are going to be 
fighting for what they can get in the 
conference,” said Hornet coach 
Ray Clemons. “We've got both 
Chico and Hayward left on our 
schedule, so we'll be out to win that 
fight.” 

In contrast to the Hornets’ 3-5 
and 0-3 records, Chico is 4-4 
overall and 2-1 in FWC play. Like 
CSUS, the Wildcats boast a strong 
running attack, but lack a passing 
attack which the Hornets have on 
occasion. 

Runningback Kevin Nelson, 
among the FWC rushing leaders 
with 454 yards in 114 carries, 
makes the Wildcat ground attack 
go..As a team, Chico has gained

People are prepa-ing dinner, crac- 

king open textbooks, iogging 

around parks, and squeezing in one 
last game of tennis before the dark 
descends. After dark, what 

happens to Sacramento? Is it a 

sleepy little river city or can a 

student find enough activities 

within the river boundaries to keep 
him busy? 

San Francisco or New York or 
Los Angeles city it is not. Some 
out-of-town CSUS students aren't 
used to the limited night-time ac- 
tivities, especially if those students 
are minors. “I'm not 21; it seems 
like the only thing I can do is go to 
pizza parlors,” remarked Ron 
Covad, a CSUS freshman from 
Los Angeles.

“Anything compared 
to Vacaville has to be good,” 
laughed Leland Tong, a freshman 
from Vacaville. Even though Tong 
says the capital has more night life, 
he still classifies Sacramento as a 
“big Vacaville.” 

CSUS campus provides a 


. Variety of inexpensive night-time 


activities. The new university. 
union houses a game room with 
pool tables, ping-pong, and pinball 
machines. People gather in the 
coffee shop for good talk and 
guitar sessions. Movies play on 
Wednesday and Friday nights on 
the campus. 

Besides the ubiquitous movie 
on the weekend, many student: 
fraternize the bar scene. Cheap or 
expensive, informal or formal, 
there plenty of different kinds of 
bars to suit anybody's tastes. A 
favorite spot for many Sac- 
ramentans is the bar scene in old 
Sacramento. Spyder Murphy's and 
D.D. Mills & Co. have bands that 
keep people dancing ali night. The 
Gold Mine Shaft No. | brings the 
discotheque to Sacramento with a 
nightly disc jockey who spins the 
records. 

A regular patron of Fanny 
Ann's Saloon said, “I come here 
every weekend and see the same 
people here all the time. It’s really a 
“Peyton Place”; you get to know 
the people so well that you know 
who’s scored with who, who’s at 
such-and-such a bar who's going 
out on their old lady.” He said that 
there are many people who don’t 
come regularly and so don’t know 
the “other life” of the bar scene.

Emotionally, his leads have 
the flurried touch of Ritchie 
Blackmore, emitting a wide-ranged 
blues character within a rockin’ 
framework. 

The Who's new album, By 


Numbers, is similar in composition 
to the finely polished “Who's Nex- 
t”” Fm radio has been frequently 
playing selections from the 
dynamite album, which contains a 
well-balanced collection of serious 
lyrics and intricate rhythms. 

The most serious songs are 
“Dreaming From the Waist and 
“How Many Friends.” Townshend 
sings another intense song ac- 
companied with his ukelele, “Blue 
Red and Grey. IT is about his lik- 
ing every minute of the day, an ex- 
istentialist philosophy. “I get a 
buzz from being wet and cold, the 
pleasure seems to balance out the 
pain.” 

Roger Daltry departs from his 
role in“ Tommy” and portrays with 
his vocals the various personal 
beliefs of Townshend, who wrote 
the majority of the songs. Daltry’s 
voice range is incredibly high in 
contrast, and blends explicitly with 
Townshend’s unique rhythmic 
guitar style, Entwhistle’s 
“Boozoop” bass and Keith Moon’s 
inexhaustible drums.
